Believers

(chapters I, 2, 9; Iii, 9; vl, IO, 20; xii, 
4-11). 
lf we had the choice of gifts

here Paul says by the Spirit that, while'; 
it is well to covet the best gifts, there 
is a more excellent way, the way of 
lore, and that Is our lesson today.

Strangely, we have come to a time

high price that there lias i>een an al­ 
most total absence of the swine plague 
in sections where corn has constituted 
the chief feeding aud fattening ration. 
The net result of this situation has 
meant an enormous saving to hog 
raisers, and this whether the conure 
tion between feed and animal health Is 
as close as held by some or not. 
There is surely enough in tile theory to 
make careful study and comparisons 
of feeding conditions in different sea­ 
sons worth while. 
It lins been a mat­ 
ter of observation with a good many 
that the worst outbreaks of cholera 
have usually followed on the heels of 
an inordinate stuffing of young pigs 
with green and immature corn, the 
plague finding fertile soil for develop­ 
ment for months after In droves of 
hogs whose health had lieen weakened 
as a result of this irrational method of 
feeding. 
If it turns out, therefore, 
that tin* feeder can just as well sell a 
part of his corn and at the same time 
save his hogs, it would seem clearly in 
iiis interest t<> do so.

evidence every day. 
Good laud is going out of cultivation, 
and farm labor is scarce everyw here, 
notably in this State. 
T he reason for 
it is not entirely economic. 
The drift 
to th© cities is not explained by the 
claim that a better living is to be 
m ade there. 
In the country the Job 
Is h unting the man. 
In the city the 
man is hunting the job. and not al­ 
ways finding it. 
The im m igrant of one 
and tw’o generations ago settled on the 
land and raised wheat and corn and 
beef, insuring a cheap and plentiful 
supply. 
T he im m igrant of to d a y set­ 
tles in the cities and consum es wheat 
and corn and beef, dim in ishin g the 
supply *nd raising the price. 
He does 
so not because it is less profitable to 
till the soil, for its produce com m ands 
higher prices than ever -before, but be­ 
cause h<? is of a different stock than 
his predecessor. 
He stays in the sea 
port cities because others of his race 
haw* mad* 
foreign ‘‘quarters’’ there, 
because of his own inertia, because 
this country has never m ade proper 
efforts to bring the landless man and 
the m anless land together — New York 
Mail.

J are marks of lakes either completely 
dried up or disappearing, and from 
| the alluvial deposits of these bodies 
of water ti)** soil derives, doubtless, 
its unusual fertility.
